For instance Uonmn- 
chc county must furnish 216 men. Ernth county 
about 250 men, Tarrant and Dallas counties which 
are many times as large in population only furn­ 
ish five or six hundred men each and McClennnn and 
Travis Counties furnish none at all. 
We do not 
know why this is. We do not charge that there is 
any thing wrong with the plan of allotting the 
draft (juotas but we believe that the rural popu­ 
lation of the State are entitled to an explanation. 
The Government basis of figures called for 145 men 
from (kiinanche con 
but when the official call 
was made she was 
.d for 216 men. Whatsoever 
the cause, the fact remains plain that of the 30,000 
furnished from Texas a very small number will go 
from the cities while the rural districts will furn­ 
ish the men who fight in the trenches of Prance. 
We think that an investigation of the workings of 
the plan used will show rather distinctly that some 
one has blundered.

Are nations going to abandon this most 
effective sea weapon, or will the regulations be 
modified to meet this new developement t lu my 
judgement the law will be modified so as to grant 
the fullest use to this most powerful factor in sea 
warfare. 
Not with my vote nor my action in this House will 
we jump into war because these old standards of 
international law are not adhered to, and the whole 
thing of stopping neutral ships is not followed out 
in accordance with international law as adhered 
to under other conditions.

Comfortable quarters, good whole­ 
some meals, cots, mattresses, pillows 
and towels will be furnished free by 
the State Fair of Texas, but each boy 
should bring the following articles: 
Blankets, sheets And 
pillow 
slips, 
brush, comb and other toilet articles, 
necessary clothing to last a week and 
sufficient money for personal 
inci­ 
dental expenses. 
Boys who will enter the encamp­ 
ment should plan their trip to reach 
Dallas Monday, October 15. A special 
committee will meet all boys at the 
Union Station and take them to Fair 
Park, where they will register and be 
duly enrolled in the encampment. 
For the purpose of seeing the Fair, 
studying the exhibits in a systematic 
and intelligent manner and receiving 
practical instruction, the boys will be 
divided into small groups each day in 
charge of a competent instructor fur­ 
nished by the Agricultural and Me­ 
chanical College. Special opportuni­

As I have not aeefi a write-up 
of our part if the county thought 
I would write up our trip to our 
son-by-law and daughter. 
We left home on the evening of 
the 19th, after a good little rain 
that morning went to our son, D. 
K. Nabers at Vandyke there we 
met son, Charles, got in car snd 
left for Comanche the morning of 
the 20th, and from there to Priddy 
thence to Ooldthwaite, Loineta, 
liampasas, Burnett, Liberty Hill, 
Austin, there we stayed all night, 
a distance of 175 miles, had but lit­ 
tle trouble with our car, the 21st 
on to Sail Marcos, and to Wimber­ 
ly, our destination, but little mis­ 
haps, some little one horse tuw’iis 
not mentioned. 
As for crops they were very sor­ 
ry, 50 acres to the bale and feed 
none pastures dry and stock not 
doing well. We had some showers 
on the trip, the best one between 
Burnett and Austin, too light to do 
much good. Shaveing has gone up 
to 5(* cents, th * people have such 
long feces,barbers can’t afford to 
do so much for the same old price. 
The last peanuts I saw on the trip 
\v«;s ;»j goc-i ol I 
t • «‘to f- tioiv 
no melons, only those shipped in, 
no gardens. Your scribe had one 
of those faces above spoken of 
w’hen he left home but on the re­ 
turn thought his shave should be 
10 cents, considerably drawni up. 
Our son-in-law’ lives on a 3 ,(^ 
acre ranch oAvned by a millionaire 
'at San Antonio, has 206 3 or 4 
year old steers, 11 horses and grass 
is scarce, so dry and land covered 
w’ith cedar, live oak and rocks. 
His town is P. 0. General store 
and bakery and ice all supplied 
by mule express from San An­ 
tonio, the only safe express in that 
county. 
We went over to Judge Burnets 
and got permission to fish in his 
pasture, a ranch of 10,000 acres 
with the Blanco 
river running 
through it. Not alowed to carry 
guns, it is also covered with cedar, 
live oaks and rocks. 
We got all the fish we 
wanted and very tired as you only 
fished on one side at a time, go 
about 200 yards and crose over on 
the shoals on the other side, such
